“As a result of the studies and 
tests of modern science, it has come 
to be recognized that phosphorus 
is a necessary element in human, in 
animal and in plant nutrition; The 
phosphorous content of our land. 
following erations of cultivation, 
has greatly diminished. It needs re- 
plenishing. The necessity for wider 
use of phosphates and the conser- 
vation of our supplies of phosphates 
for future generations is, there- 
fore, a matter of great public con- 
cern. We cannot place our agricul- 
ture upon a permanent basis un- 
less we give it heed. 


Phosphorus Important. 
“I cannot over-emphaswe the im- 
portance of phosphorus not only 
to agriculture and soil conservation, 
but also to the physical help and 
economic security of the people of 
the nation. Many of our soil types 
are deficient in phosphorus, thus 
causing low yields and poor quality 
of crops and pastures. 
“Indeed, much of the present ac- 
celerated soil erosion in the United 
States has taken place, and is still 
taking place, on land that has eith- 
er been abandoned or is ready to 
be abandoned because of a low pro- 
ductivity brought about by failure 
to maintain the fertilizing elements 
in the soil. In many cases the e- 
claiming of eroded land is largely 
a matter of stimulating plant 
growth such as legumes and 
grasses; but hand in hand with this 
we must also replenish the actual 
phosphorous content of the soil. 
“Recent estimates indicate that 
the removal of phosphorous from 
the soils of the United States by 
harvested crops, grazing, erosion, 
and leaching, greatly exceeds the 
addition of phosphorus to the soil 
through the means of 1 
animal manures and bedding, rain- 
fall, irrigation and seeds. 
“It appears that, even with a 
complete control of erosion, which 
obviously is impossible, a high level 
of productivity will not be main- 
tained unless phosphorus is re- 
turned to the soil at a greater rate 
than is being done at present. In- 
ereases by the addition of phos⸗ 
phorus to the soll must be made 
largely, if not entirely, in the form 
of fertilizers which are derived 
principally from phosphate rock.

Chief Glassco Cites Reduction in 
Traffic Deaths in St. Louis 
This Year. 


Beat patrolmen and detectives, 
as well as motorcycle policemen 
were urged to aid in rigid enforce- 
ment of the 30-mile speed limit and 
other traffic laws in a general order 
issued today by Chief of Police 
John H. Glassco, who also called 
special attention to the 20-mile limit 
in city parks.

recommended to stockholders the 
acceptance of an offer of $7,900,000, 


made by Knoxville and the Ten- 
nesee Valley Authority, for proper- 
ties of a . Tennessee Pub- 
lic Service Co. 

The directors’ decision came after 
the TVA and Knoxville authorities 
mereased by $400,000 their offer of 
$7,500,000 made a week ago—and 
which, at the time, they character- 
ized as “final.” 3 

National Power and Light offi- 
cers said the higher offer was made 
in Washington when P. B. Sawyer, 
president of the utility company, 
conferred with representatives of 
the purchasers. Sawyer, however, 
failed to get the Knoxville authori- 
ties to agree to the purchase of 
the street railway system owned by 
Tennessee Public Service. Private 
interests, however, are reportedly 
secking to buy the transportation 
system. 3 

The $7,900,000—which, the com- 
pany’s statement said, is subject to 
“minor adjustments“ —also does not 
include a transmission line extend- 
ing from Waterville to Kingsport, 
Tenn. 

This, however, is being taken 
over by American Gas and Electric 
which, like National Power and 
Light, is an affiliate of the Electric 
Bond and Share system. 

Inasmuch as around 47 per cent 
of the common stock of National 
Power and Light is owned by Elec- 
tric Bond and Share—amounting to 
‘working control—utility circles ex- 
pected prompt approval of the di- 
rectors’ action at a special stock- 
‘holders’ meeting. 

Sawyer, it was understood, would 
go to Memphis next week to con- 
tinue negotiations with municipal 
authorities there for the sale of Na- 
tional Power and Light's subsidiary 
in that city. 

The principal negotiations involv- 
ing T V A and private systems, 
however, are those for the sale of 
properties of Commonwealth & 
Southern Corporation, comprising 
all of the system of the Tennessee 
Electric Power Co., the largest in 
the State, and slices of the Missis- 
sippi Power, Alabama Power and 
Georgia Power companies.

Silver Told It. 


THOSE WERE HARD DAYS 
for baseball players—and for Sil- 
ver King, who rose to the peak of 
a $5000 salary and then was cut 
to $2400; they became tod hard. 
He quit the game. That was in 
1897 when the National League 
agreed to a maximum salary of 
$2400. For more than 20 years 
after his retirement King or Koe- 
nig never went to a ball game in 
this city, but devoted his entire 
time to his occupation of brick- 
laying and later contracting. 

You'd have quit, too, if in addi- 
tion to having your salary cut, 
you had to help sell tickets at the 
gate before getting into uniform 
to play; had to work every other 
day as pitcher and play almost 
every day, with a club of only 11 
men. 

Twenty years ago this writer 
had occasion to interview Silver 
King, and reprinting his views 
may be of interest. In part, here 
is what Silver had to say about 
his retirement and conditions un- 
der which he played then: 

“During the winter of 1896, I 
was offered $4000 to play with the 
Washington club under Scrappy 
Bill Joyce. I accepted and fin- 
ished out 1896 and 1897 with 
them. It was during the fall of 
the latter year that I made up my 
mind to quit baseball. 

“There was a lot of talk then 
about salaries and expenses being 
too high. The club owners met 
and agreed to establish a salary 
limit of $2400. I wouldn't work 
for that, so I simply checked in 
my suit and called quits. I've 
never been inside a major league 
baseball park since. * 

* * „ 


Carried Only 12 Players. 
“THERE’S NO TELLING how 
long I could have stayed in the 
game and pitched effectively had 
conditions then been as they are 
now. I wish instead of making 
a salary limit they would have 
made a player limit of 22 or 25 
men as they are carrying today. 

“We seldom carried over 12 
regular players on any club. With 
the pitchers, it was work about 
every third day or sometimes 
every other day. If you couldn't 
stand that pace, you didn’t hold 
your job, that's all. And a lot 
of them couldn’t stand it. Pitch- 
ers with big physiques and iron 
constitutions were the rule then. 

“And do you think when I was 
knocked out of the box I was 
sent to the shower? Not much, 

Instead, I was sent to the outfield 
to finish out the game as a field- 
er, while one of the outfielders 
came in to pitch. Believe me, 
we EARNED our salaries. 

“Furthermore, we didn’t have 
the four-ball rule then.. The bat- 
ter in my days was allowed seven 
balls and three strikes. Fouls 
weren’t counted as strikes either. 

“In 1887 they made a rule al- 
lowing the batter four strikes. 

That was the first year I joinéd 
the Browns. The rule only lasted 
one season, but it made a lot of 
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games. I think the gate receipts 
for these games were about $25,- 
000. I don’t remember what each 
player’s share amounted to. We 
split 60 and 40, but the club 
owner also cut in on the money. 

“We carried 10 players in 1888

Roosevelt.” 

A staunch Republican, Weir add- 

ed a political note to his address 
by saying: 
“In the coming elections, let us 
forget party lines and support 
those candidates who demonstrate 
they understand and will act for 
the genuine, fundamental needs of 
our country. 

“We must dispel the idea that 
the word business means only the 
rich and powerful and that what 
helps business helps only the rich 
and powerful.”

in Clarksburg, W. Va. He recalled 
that from this small beginning his 
concern now was one of the steel 
industry's largest producers and 
credited “the American system” 
with making this possible.

“Trust in the 
ability of Americans as individuals 
to govern their private affairs and 
as a people to govern their coun- 
try 


“Yet I hardly need remind you 
that today this American system 
has been tried, found guilty and 
condemned. Under this ad- 
ministration, soapbox theories, and 
some of the soapbox orators, were 
insinuated into executive offices 
in Washington. We have wit- 
nessed our country’s closest ap- 
proach to one-man rule.” 

Weir said he had attended one 
of the business men's conferences 
called by President Roosevelt and 
there had heard responsible men 
assure the chief executive of sin- 
cere willingyess to co-operate in 
any sound recovery program. 

“Statements and actions of the 
President. since’ the conferences 
have killed my hopes of an adminis- 
tration change of heart,” the 
speaker said. In his first public 
atterance at Gainsville he took up 
the Jackson-Ickes theme blaming 
the depression on the still unidenti- 
fied selfish few.’ Worst in effect 
have been his actions . tying 
up Congress with the reorganiza- 
tion bill . . . sending an un- 
precedented letter to Har- 
rison and Mr. Doughton urging the 
‘principle’ of the undivided profits 
and capital gains taxes be re- 
tained.”

SPEAKS IN JERSEY ITY 


Arthur Garfield Hays Chal- 
lenges Police to Arrest Him 
for Brief Open Air Talk, 


By the Associated Press. 

JERSEY CITY, N. J., May 20— 
Arthur Garfield Hays, American 
Civil Liberties Union leader, chal- 
lenged police to arrest him last 
night in a brief open air speech, but 
he was unmolested. 

Hays, on emerging from Fair- 
10unt Hall, where he had addressed 
a rally held by the American 
League for Peace and Democracy, 


climbed to the roof of the automo- 
bile, which was less than 30 feet 
away from a policeman in a traffic 
booth, and made a brief address to 
several hundred persons who had 
gathered outside the hall to hear 
speeches from inside over an am- 
plifying system. 

“I knew the time would come 
when we could make open air 
speeches, but I didn’t know it would 
come so soon,” Hays said. “If there 
is any cop present I demand to 
be arrested. I want to see if the 
Constitutions of New Jersey and 
the United States mean anything.” 

“Having held my point,” he con- 
cluded, “and held the meeting in 
the open, I wish to say good night.” 

In his speech in the hall Hays 
referred to an incident a year ago 
when he and several others were 
escorted by Jersey City police into 
Hoboken during a seamen’s strike.

Temporary Order Against Interfer- 
ence With Sale of Newspaper.

TRENTON, N. J., May 2. — 
United States District Judge Wil- 
liam Clark signed an order yes- 
terday restraining police of Jer- 
sey City and Hoboken, both 
in Hudson County, from interfer- 
ing with sales of the New York 
Post, a daily newspaper. Judge 
Clark ordered the police officials 
to show cause in Newark Monday 
why the injunction’ should not be 
made permanent.

TOO LATE FOR WHEAT QUOTAS 
THIS YEAR, WALLACE DECLARES 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Secreé- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace said to- 
day that, under terms of the new 
crop control law, it was too late to 
invoke marketing quotas on this 
year’s wheat crop. 

He explained that the law author- 
ized quotas this year only in the 
event Congress appropriated funds 
by May 15 for “parity payments” 
provided for in the new legislation.

Henri Bernstein Wounds Edou- 
ard Bourdet at Neuilly; They 
Part Unreconciled.

PARIS, May 20.—Edouard Bour- 
det, playwright and director of the 
Comedie Francaise, was slightly 
wounded in the right arm by Hen- 
ry Bernstein, playwright, in a duel 
today. The principals left the field 
without reconciliation. 

The duel took place under a noon- 


day sun, not at early dawn as 
scheduled. Both pringipals had 
overslept. ; 

The duel with needle-pointed 
epees, which took place on an es- 
tate at suburban Neuilly, consisted 
of two two-minute periods. 

At the end of the second period 
the referee saw blood oozing from 
Bourdet’s right arm and, upon ex- 
amination, declared the contest 
ended. 

Bernstein then stripped’ off his 
shirt to show. that he had been un- 
touched by his opponent’s blade. 
With his seconds he followed Bour- 
det and his party into a house on 
the estate. 

A note, signed by the referee, 
witnesses and the attending phy- 
sician, formally announced the re- 
sult of the encounter. It said: 

“Conforming to the note previous- 
ly issued (announcement of the 
duel) a meeting was held May 20 
on the outskirts of Paris. 

“After two exchanges, a body at- 
tack by Bourdet was halted by a 
thrust by Bernstein which touched 
Bourdet in the right arm, piercing 
the biceps and stopping at the bone. 

“Bourdet wanted to go on but 
the physician and the witnesses 
were in full agreement with the 
director of the duel and stopped the 
meeting. There.was no reconcilia- 
tion.” 

It was fought on the Fauchot- 
Magnon estate. A large gathering 
of newspaper men and pho 
tographers, admitted to the. scene 
after bing over surrounding 
walls by ladders, witnessed the con- 
test. F 

Bernstein had charged Bourdet 
with failing properly to rehearse 
his new play, and withdrew the 
play and his whole repertory from 
the state-owned Comedie Francaise. 
Bourdet then wrote that Bernstein 
“acted without scruples, without 
honor and without loyalty,” where- 
upon Bernstein issued his challenge.

Yet from what first-hand obser- 
vations I have been able to make, 
1 do not believe that the deepest 

cause of the trouble is theoretical, 
or as it is now the fashion to say, 
jjeological. Though it is a fact 
that very few business men really 
lke any of the major reforms, 
though it is a fact, I believe, that 
the President and his favorite ad- 
yisers dislike the system of private 
enterprise and distrust most of the 
individuals who operate it, it does 
not seem to me that doctrinal dif- 
ferences are fhe determining factor. 
Business men would go ahead and 
@o go ahead under any system if 
see a chance to make a profit, 

and most of the New Dealers are 
after all politicians interested not 
in theory but in offices and careers. 

The trouble, as I see it, is that, 
without quite intending it, we have 
drifted into a social arrangement 
under which the economic interests 
of business men in a normal re- 
covery are at odds with the political 

interests of officeholders in the per- 
petuation of their power. 

This is the most far-reaching ef- 

ect of the spending-lending activ- 
ity of the Federal Government. It 
has created a vast vested political 
interest which is opposed, as yet 
not avowedly or altogether con- 
sciously, to a normal business re- 
covery based on private investment 
and the readjustment of prices and 
wages, > 
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The whole thing originated in the 
administration of President Hoover 
when the idea became firmly fixed 

» inthe public mind that in a depres- 
sion the Government should protect 
prices and wage rates by lending 

} and spending. The only real differ- 
ences between the Hoover policy 
and that of the first New Deal are 
that the New Deal had the good 
fortune to take hold on the upswing 
of the business cycle, and that in- 
stead of spending and lending too 
little to make an effect, it spent and 
lent boldly enough to produce the 
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times. And it is also a fact, which 
it is not only useless but dangerous 
to deny, that 
are sufficient to support. such a 
program for a long time to come, 
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The success of this system pro- 
duces a situation in which, to an 
important degree, the politicians 
take over the role formerly played 
by private bankers and private in- 
vestors. The party in power does 
the lending and the spending and 
the invésting, and with that power 
it also fixes farm prices and indus- 
trial wages. To ask for a normal 
recovery is to ask these entrenched 
politicians to abdicate, to give back 
to private interests a power that 
the politicians have acquired, and 
in giving it back to surrender the 
most perfect device ever invented 
for winning elections and staying 
in office, 

Thet is why verbal expressions of 
good will mean so little. A great 
Federal political machine with de- 
pendent machines in every state and 
city in the union has come into be- 
ing, armed with the power to create 
a certain kind of prosperity. And 
this machine must in the nature of 


things regard as a threat to its ex- 


istence the other kind of prosperity 
based on private enterprise. Be- 
cause, in fact, the arrangement can 
be made to work with apparent suc- 
cess, the influence of those who 
have said it would not work at all 
is at a discount. 

It is a very serious condition 
viewed over a long period of time. 
For this new system of politically 
primed prosperity can be made to 
work well enough to habituate the 
people to complete dependence 
upon it, and to destroy gradually 
the habits of self-help and of en-

He should be instructed to make no voluntary effort to 
belch, no matter how much he may desire to do so. When the func 
tional dyspepsia, which is the original cause of the trouble, is also 
treated, the whole condition is improved.
